AG: Residents Hit Hard By Competitive Electric Suppliers 


A report released re- 
cently by Attorney General 
Maura Healey shows that 
even while rapid growth of 
municipal aggregation pro- 
grams continues to improve 
choices for electric custom- 
ers, Massachusetts residents 
who contract individually 
with competitive electric 
suppliers continue to lose 
millions of dollars per year. 
Quincy is among the cities 
with the most residents hit

hard by those companies. 

With the release of the 
report on Aug. 1, Healey re- 
newed her call to stop these 
companies from making di- 
rect solicitations to residen- 
tial customers. 

The AG’s new report, 
which expands upon her of- 
fice’s original report on the 
industry from March 2018, 
found that Massachusetts 
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electric customers who 
switched to a competitive 
electric supplier paid $76.2 
million more than if they 
remained with their exist- 
ing service during the one- 
year period from July 2017 
to June 2018. This new data 
brings the total net losses 
to $253 million for Mas- 
sachusetts customers over 
the course of three years

Community 
meetings could also be held 
later this year on the second 
phase of the seawall proj- 
ect, which would include 
the coastline from Babcock 
Street to Bayswater Road. 
McCarthy was optimistic 
the council would approve 
the bond request this fall. He 
said it was important to re- 
place the seawall in the area 
in light of the March 2018 
nor’easter that inundated 
low-lying coastal neighbor- 
hoods of the city, including 
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ones the seawall in question 
protects, 

“$14.3 million is $14.3 
million that has never been 
asked for before, we've 
never gone after it this hard. 
We totally understand we 
haven't seen our last storm. 
That’s another item that I'm 
going to move on quickly in 
September to pull out to get 
them going,” he said.

Atomic ‘Super Bomb’ 
Dropped On Japan 


An atomic bomb, which uses pent up forces of the uni- - 
verse equivalent to more than 20,000 tons of TNT and 
represents one of the greatest scientific advances of his- 
tory, has been dropped on Japan. 

President Harry Truman told today of the terrific 
destructive power packed into the missile which was 
dropped 16 hours ago on Hiroshima, an important Japa- 
nese Army base. His statement, released by the White 
House, said the bomb, “Added a new and revolutionary 
increase in destruction on the Japanese homeland:” 

“This awful -bomb is the answer,” President Truman’s 
statement said, “to Japan’s failure to heed the Potsdam 
demand that she surrender unconditionally, at once, or 
face utter destruction.” 

NAGASAKI VIRTUALLY WIPED OUT 
BY SECOND ATOMIC BOMB; CITY 
STRUCK AT MID-DAY RUSH HOUR 

Preliminary reports indicated that the second atomic 
bomb to be dropped on Japan all but obliterated Naga- 
saki, a major naval base and Japan’s 11th largest city, 
during the noon rush hour. 

Crewmembers of the Superfortress, which dropped 
the terrifying bomb on Nagasaki, watched the earth- 
shaking explosion and flashed back to General Carl A. 
Spaatz, commander of the Strategic Air Forces, that the 
results were “good.” 

The report indicated that Nagasaki, a city of 262,00 
persons, had been blown off the map of Japan. 

(Editor’s note: After the second atomic bomb was 
dropped, the Japanese finally got the message and sur- 
rendered unconditionally on Aug. 14, 1945.)

These nodes 
are located throughout the 
body but are visible and able 
to be felt only when they are 
enlarged or swollen. 

Lymph nodes are small, 
soft, round, or oval struc- 
tures and are connected 
to each other in a chain. 
Lymph is a watery fluid that 
circulates within the lym- 
phatic vessels and lymph 
nodes are found near these 
vessels. Within its capsule, a 
node is comprised of partic- 
ular types of immune cells. 


These cells are mainly lym-" 


phocytes, which produce 
proteins that encapsulate 
and fight viruses and other 
germs. 

Lymph nodes are region- 
al, and each group of them 
corresponds to a particular 
area of the body signifying 
abnormalities in that region. 
‘Some are directly under the 


skin while others are deep 
inside the body. However, 
even the most superficial 
lymph nodes are not usually 
visible or palpable unless 
they are swollen. 

A. wide variety of infec- 
tions are the most common 
sources of swelling of the 
lymph nodes, for example, 
strep throat, ear infections, 
and mononucleosis. More 
serious medical conditions, 
such as HIV infection, lym- 
phomas, other cancers, or 
lupus may cause swollen 
lymph glands. Symptoms 
associated with lymph node 
swelling and related diseas- 
es can include discomfort 
in the area of the swelling, 
fever, and fatigue. Keep in 
mind, not all swollen lymph 
nodes are abnormal. 

Symptoms of swollen 
lymph nodes include: 

¢ Swelling 

¢ Localized pain 

¢ Warmth in the involved 
area 

¢ Tenderness 

As a general rule, swol- 
len lymph nodes caused by 


infections, inflammation, or 
cancers can be painful or 
tender. Some benign causes 
of swollen lymph nodes 
may not cause discomfort. 

Lymph nodes in various 
parts of the body may be- 
come swollen for different 
reasons. People can often 
see swollen lymph nodes 

* on the neck, 

* behind the ear, 

¢ at the base of the skull 
(occipital area), 

* under the jaw, 

* above the collar bone, 

¢ under the arms, and 

* around the groin. 

Swollen lymph nodes on 
the side of the neck or under 
jaw are the most common. 
They may signify an infec- 
tion around that area, such 
as a tooth infection or ab- 
scess, throat infection, viral 
illness, or upper respiratory 
infection. Most of the causes 
of swollen lymph nodes in 
this area are benign; how- 
ever sometimes swelling of 
these lymph nodes can also 
suggest a cancer in the head 
and neck area. 


_ House Advances Bill 


The Massachusetts 
House of Representatives 
has passed legislation to in- 
stall an air quality monitor- 
ing ‘station in the Fore River 
Basin, adjacent to the site 
of the proposed natural gas 
compressor station in North 
Weymouth. 

The bill, H.4008 An Act 
relative to air monitoring 
stations, was advanced by 
South Shore lawmakers in 
response to the troubling 
process that resulted in the 
granting of an air quality 

“Generations of _resi- 
dents in the Fore River Ba- 
sin have been exposed to 
a disproportionate level of 
industrial pollution. This 
legislation seeks to answer a 


unanswered for far too long 
in the Fore River Basin: 
‘What is in the air we are 
breathing?” said Majority 
Leader Ronald Mariano. “I 
understand federal preemp- 
tion limits what the state can 
do in this space. But, at time 
when FERC is increasingly 
held captive by the industry 
it is intended to regulate, 
surely Massachusetts can do 
more.to protect its residents 
and its interests.” 

The bill would install 
an air quality monitoring 
station on the Fore River 
Bridge to measure a com- 
prehensive list of air con- 
taminants, including nearly 
100 volatile organic. com- 
pounds, as well as meteo- 
rological factors that might 


worsen exposure to sur- 


rounding communities. 
Importantly, the bill also 

adopts the recommendation 

made by the Hearing Officer 


during the recent adminis- - 


trative appeal of the air per- 
mit that MassDEP change 
its current practice of ignor- 


ing background levels of — 


emissions when evaluating 
whether a proposed source’s 
emissions exceed accept- 
able standards. This will en- 
sure that the air permitting 
process for future natural 
gas compressor stations is 
truly reflective of the sta- 
tion’s impact on ambient air 
quality. | 

The bill now must be 
approved by the Massachu- 
setts Senate and the gover- 
nor before becoming law.

Swollen lymph nodes be- 
hind the ear or in the base of 
the skull may be consistent 
with an infection around 
the scalp or possibly an eye 
infection. The most com- 
mon cause of swollen scalp 
lymph nodes are skin con- 
ditions affecting the scalp, 
such as dandruff, an abscess, 
or soft tissue infection. 

The lymph nodes in the 
underarm are anatomically 
significant in breast cancer. 
They are often examined in 
patients undergoing evalua- 
tion for breast cancer. They 
also play a significant role 
in staging and predicting the 
outcome of breast cancer 
during removal of the can- 
cer tissue from the breast. 
Numerous cancers includ- 
ing lymphoma and leuke- 
mia can cause enlargement 
of these lymph nodes. These 
lymph nodes can also be- 
come swollen due to trauma 
or an infection of the arm on 
the same side. 

Enlarged lymph nodes 
above the collarbone are al- 
ways considered abnormal. 
These generally suggest ei- 
ther a cancer of or an infec- 
tion in a nearby region. This 
could include lung infec- 


tion , lung eo DYE seca 
in the Chest 


cancer. Sometimes cancers 
that are more distant may 
seed these lymph nodes, 
such as genital cancers or 
colon cancer. Additionally, 
certain inflammatory con- 
ditions such as tuberculosis 
can cause swelling of these 
nodes. 

Swollen lymph nodes in 
the groin may be ordinary 
in young people but they 
could also be the result of 
some sexually transmitted 
diseases, local infections, 
and infections of a lower 
extremity or genital cancers. 

If you detect swol- 
len lymph nodes, see your 
healthcare provider for an 
evaluation and _ possible 
treatment. Swollen lymph 
nodes closer to the surface of 
the body are typically diag- 
nosed by a doctor feeling for 
areas known to have merg- 
ing of lymph nodes, such as 
swollen lymph nodes under 
the arms or swollen lymph 
nodes in the sides of the 
neck. These swollen lymph 
nodes can be seen and pal- 
pated easily. Other times, 
deeper lymph nodes mat 
necessitate imaging studies 
such as a CT scan. 

Keep in mind that there 
is no specific treatment for 
sWollen lymph nodes. The

underlying cause needs to 
be diagnosed and addressed, 
which may resolve the swol- 
len lymph node. If an infec- 
tion causes swollen lymph 
nodes, they may: resolve in 
a few weeks. However, it is 
common for lymph nodes to 
remain enlarged an extend- 
ed period after an infection 
has been treated. If swollen 
lymph nodes are a result of 
an autoimmune disorder, 
they may shrink in size dur- 
ing periods of remission and ~ 
then enlarge again when 
the illness exacerbates. If 
the underlying cause is due 
to cancer, it'depends on the 
type and stage of the cancer 
and whether it has spread to 
other parts of the body and 
the lymph nodes may re- 
main enlarged for the length 
of the treatment.

Ask Rusty: State Pension: 
May Eliminate 
Survivor Benefit 


Dear Rusty: Please validate or negate this dreadful in-’ 
formation: My husband and I are recently retired and liv- 
ing on our combined retirement plans. I was told that when 
my husband dies, I will NOT be allowed to draw ANY of 
his hard-earned Social Security income. I cannot survive on 
my Louisiana teacher retirement alone. We were never in- 
formed of this until we had worked hard for 40 years and 
retired. Can you advise’ me on this dreadful tare of events. 


. Signed: Bewildered in Louisiana’ - 


Dear Bewildered: Unfortunately, I don’t have good 
news. If your teaching career and the associated pension 
were in the State of Louisiana, I’m afraid that any Social 

Security survivor benefit you might be eligible for from 
your husband will be impacted by the Government Pension 
Offset (GPO) - a provision of Social Security which applies 
to anyone with a pension from an employer who did not 


participate in the Social Security program. Louisiana is, un- 


fortunately, one of 27 U.S. states whose employees may be 
affected by the GPO, because neither you nor the State of 
Louisiana contributed to the Social Security program while’ 
you were employed there. It’s unfortunate you weren’t made 


aware of this by your employer, but it’s well documented in 


the State’s “LASERS” information which you can view at 
this link: https://www_Isuhsc.edu/administration/hrm/bene~ 
fits-retirement-nonss aspx : 

The GPO will reduce your Social Security survivor ben- 
efit by 2/3rds of the-amount of your LA State pension, and if 
2/3rds of your LA pension is more than your SS survivor’s 
benefit, the Social Security survivor benefit will be eliminat~- 
ed. I know it’s no solace, but you are not alone in your dis- 
may over this provision. In fact, a bill is active in Congress 
to eliminate the GPO (and a sister provision known as the 
Windfall Elimination Provision, or WEP), but that bill has 
made little headway despite having 195 Congressional co- 
sponsors. The bill I’m referring to is known as the “Social 
Security Fairness Act”, which is House bill H.R. 1205 (there 
is a corresponding Senate bill $.915). You can examine it 
at —_https://www.congress.gov/bill/1 15th-congress/house- 
bill/1205, but I must let you know that very little progress 
has been made on this bill since it was introduced almost 
two years ago. For the record, the Association of Mature 
American Citizens (AMAC) has expressed support for the 
bill’s passage, but to no avail in a Congress which is instead 
debating ways to resolve Social Security’s larger financial 
issues which are now projected to deplete the Trust Fund 
by 2035. I’m afraid the only suggestion I can offer for your 
personal situation is to contact your Congressional Repre- 
sentatives and ask for their support and action on H.R. 1205 
and §.915.

has supported reforms to 
basic’ service and supported 
competitive products and 
services in the electricity 
market, including the ex- 
pansion of power purchase 
agreements by large-scale 
commercial and industrial 
users of electricity—like 
manufacturers, — hospitals, 
universities, and office 
parks—and by cities and 
towns that purchase power 
on behalf of their residential 
customers. 

As of 2019, over 120 
cities and towns in Massa- 


municipal aggregation pro- 
grams. Dozens more are 
in the process of setting up 
municipal aggregation pro- 
grams—including Boston 
and Worcester—with _ the 
goal of providing competi- 
tive and often cleaner elec- 
tricity options for residents. 

Since Healey first called 
for reform in the competi- 
tive electric supply market, 
other states have undertaken 
similar efforts to protect 
consumers from these de- 
ceptive practices.

In February 2019, 
the Connecticut consumer 
counsel and the chairman of 
the New York State Senate’s 
Energy and Telecommuni- 
cations Committee each in- 
troduced legislation similar 
to Healey’s. 

The recent report | is part 
of Healey’s ongoing efforts 
to address unfair and decep- 
tive practices in the individ- 
ual residential electric sup- 
ply market, which includes 
investigating. and taking ac- 


million settlement with Just 
Energy in December 2014 
for deceptive marketing 
and sales, entering consum- 
ers into agreements without 
eir consent, and charging 
costly termination fees. 
October 2018, the 
AG’s Office sued Starion 
Energy for allegedly false- 
ly promising consumers 
electricity rate reductions 
in unsolicited telemarket- 
ing calls and pre-recorded 
robocalls and then charg- 
ing those consumers tens 
of millions of dollars more 
than they would have paid if 
they stayed with their utility 
company. 

In March 2019, Healey 
filed extensive comments 
with the Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU), call- 
ing’on the DPU ‘to enact a 
series of regulatory mea- 
sures that would help miti- 
gate consumer harm for as 
long as suppliers continue 
to directly contract with 
residential electric custom- 
ers, and requesting that the 
DPU investigate the impact 
of the individual residential 
electric supply market on 
the various low-income as- 
sistance programs and their 
participants.

Councillor at-Large Nina 
Liang announces she is a 
candidate for re-election in 
this fall’s municipal elec- 
tion.

Liang said when she de- 
cided to run for city council 
four years ago, she ran be- 
cause Quincy is her home 
— it’s where she was born, 
raised, works and lives - and 
she wanted to find ways to 
make the city stronger, bet- 
ter, and more inclusive of 
the diverse community. 

As an at-large city coun- 
cillor, Liang said her goal 
has always been to make 
sure everyone’s voices are 
heard on issues across the 
city, and to take action. 

During her first term, 
Liang worked to address 
the lack of engagement and 
collaborative. efforts for 
downtown projects, amend- 
ing the process to require a 
more transparent dialogue, 
allowing the council to be 
a voice for the residents of 
Quincy. Liang, who said she 
has been a steward of tax- 
payer money, said she has 
fought for fiscal responsibil- 
ity, holding city agencies ac- 
countable for their missions 
and their budgets — cutting 
unnecessary spending and 
ensuring your money is used 
effectively and efficiently.

This is not a challenge 
unique to Quincy, but it is 
something that must be ad- 
dressed. That is why Liang 
introduced an ordinance to 
provide homeowners with 
some relief through a resi- 
dential property tax exemp- 
tion.

12 months or so after the 


storms to make sure we had - 


everything covered.” 

- The seawall work could 
commence early next year if 
the bond is approved in the 
fall. : 

“We've got to move on it 
quick. Construction is right 
around the comer. I know 
that for a fact, which is all 
good. The seawall program, 
I think, even though it takes 


time, it moved along fast,” 


McCarthy said. 

“We're going to move on 
it quick, because we don’t 
want [flooding] to happen 
again.” 

If the project is approved, 
would take place to discuss 
the construction schedule 
and other impacts of the 
work. 

The first phase of the 
project imcludes the re- 
placement of 8,000 feet of 
seawall along Quincy Bay 
from Chickatabot Road in 
Adams Shore to Babcock 
Street in Houghs Neck. The 
new seawall will be simi- 
lar in design to the one it is 
replacing, but it will stand 
at least two feet higher 
throughout its length.

“another, we could use one 


néw seawall; such as those 
in the area of Post Island 
Road and Terne Road, could 
be four feet higher than the 
existing seawall. Before that 
decision is made, the coun- 
cillor said he hopes to work 
with the Department of Pub- 
lic Works on mockups that 


would show residents what 
a two-foot increase in height 
would look like compared to 
a four-foot increase. 

As part of the project, 
the city will replace the 14 
outfall pipes that run under 


.. the seawall to provide bet- 


ter drainage. Replacement 
outfalls will be installed 
capable of handling rain 
from a 100-year-storm and 
designed so that water in 
the outfall can flush out any 
sediment in the pipe. The 
outfalls would also include 
check valves to prevent sea- 
water from surging inland. 

“| think the biggest thing 
that we've got to have is a 
tremendous drainage sys- 
tem, because Mother Nature 
will come in over the wall. 
It will come in again, maybe 
not as big of a storm, but it 
will come in,” McCarthy 
said. “To have a good drain- 
age system to move it back 
out is key down there.” 

New outfall pipes could 
also be installed as neces- 


“I know that when we 
look and we go up Sea 
Street, we’re probably go- 
ing to add additional out- 
fall pipes in places where 
we need a pipe,? McCarthy 
said. “I think these. are spots 


more [in between].” 

In addition to the new 
outfall pipes, sections of the 
seawall will include their 
own drain pipes to let flood- 
water escape back to the sea. 

“A good amount of the 


seawall stones itself will 
have the flapper valves built 
right into them, so water 
comes over, seeps down in 
between the stones, goes out 


the flapper valves. We don’t — 


have any today. It’s just 
a block,” McCarthy said. 
“These are built in drainage 
into the stones itself, besides 
the new outfalls.” 

The $14.3 million also 
includes $2.8. million for 
an Adams Shore pumping 
station, which McCarthy 
said would be located in 
the vicinity of Post Island 
Road. The city has applied 
for a Federal Emergency 
Management Agency grant 
to offset 75 percent of that 
cost, McCarthy said, -and 
expects to hear back from 
FEMA in the fall. The city 
will also seek federal and 
state grants to offset the cost 
entire seawall and drainage 
project. 

In addition, Quincy is 
working with the Army 
Corps of Engineers to re- 
open the culvert under 
Rhoda Street, the council- 
lor said, which would al- 
low floodwater from the Sea 
Street side to flow out to the 
ocean via the Rock Island 
Cove Salt Marsh. The cul- 
vert is structurally sound but

“Another item that falls 
into it — and the Post Island 
people were very involved 
with, since they were one of 
the hardest to get hit — was 
our work that we continue to 
do with the Army Corps of 


- Engineers in regard to that 


culvert area that is nae 


Sea Street...it connects to 
the Rock Island Cove Salt 
Marsh,” McCarthy said. 
“The Army Corps has 
taken a lead on that and that 
is so important to under- 
stand. When the water came 
over...it’s very hard for the 
water, even at low tide, to 
make its way back out. It was 
stuck in there and it blocked 

Sea Street. If you looked at 

the other side of the berm, 

the dike, the tide was out 
and it was quiet on that side. 

If we had the ability to drain 

things out the back out into 

the Rock Island Cove Salt 

Marsh — and it would have 

been out that culvert, which 

was completely stoned up 
since sometime after World 

War II — we could have got- 
ten the water out and opened 
up Sea Street a lot quicker. 

“That is not only going 
to help us if, God forbid, we 
have another one of these 
things to get the water out 
the backdoor, but the Army 
Corps is also looking at re- 
storing the salt marsh that is 
behind some of those houses 
in Sea Street by the board- 
walk.” 

That work could take up 
to two years to complete, 
McCarthy said. 

“The timeline on’ that=s’ 
going to take a while. It’s 
months out. It’s not going to 
happen this year, but hope- 
fully we will have it going 
within the next 24 months,” 
he said. 

The amount of work go- 
ing on— the new seawall, the

lier on the Green Line. —- 

“T did tell the GM — and I 
will tell him this again when 
I see him — that it does not 
fill me with confidence that 
you have to hite a blue-rib- 
bon commission to investi- 
gate,” Chan said. “Isn’t this 
your job? Your job is to do 
trains and buses and move 


people. Why do you have 


to hire somebody to tell you 
what to do when it’s your 
job to do?” 

Chan said he and his staff 


speak with T officials on a 
weekly basis. T officials, 
Chan said, are being me- 
thodical while replacing the 


signal box because the new 
system has to work without 
any problems. 

“The switches are older 
than all of us, probably com- 
bined. They actually showed 
us how many switching 
cables there are. There are 
92,000 cables in the system 
— individual wires they have 
to inspect. Then; as they are 
converting Over to a modern 


system, all those old wires 
have to move out...and en- 
sure that the switch works 
before they take the wires 
out, because there is no oth- 
er switch than the manual 
switch,” Chan said. 

“They want to put a digi- 
tal system in, but...the digi- 
tal System has to work 100 
percent once the analog is 
‘out, because’ you can’t put 
the analog back in. 

“You see the mainte- 
nance: problem? Everyone 
wants a brand new system 
— and T am with them — but 
don’t think about the fact 
that there is no option for 
failure when the new system 
goes in. It has to work, be- 
cause orice they take the old

“This is one of the things 
that I think is one of the bal- 
ancing acts with the MBTA. 
Do we keep the old stuff we 
know works? We can put 
something in, but it has to be 
100..percent online as soon 
as it goes in, because there 
is no way to go backwards.” 

The T continues to in- 
vestigate the cause of the 
derailment, though . driver 
error has been ruled out, 
Chan said. 

“Tt was not driver error, 
the. Red Line derailment, 
they confirmed that, so they 
aré doing this entire forensic 


thing with the entire train 
and all the rails and the rails 
leading to the rails,” he said. 
“Hopefully we will have 
something done’ by mid or 
late fall with what really 
happened here.” 

Wollaston station has 
been closed since January

They have never had us go 
this far with the seawalls, 
with the money, with the 
pumping stations, with 
the culvert, with the Army 
Corps of engineers — and 
that’s just the start,” McCar- 
thy said. 

“As we make our way 
through this seawall project 
that runs from Chickatabot 
down to the Willows, we’re 
also going to start the com- 
munity meetings on phase 
two that runs from the Wil- 
lows to Bayswater. It’s a 
different animal a little bit 
because Manet Ave has a lot 
of high spots where water 
won’t get to, but it has low 
spots, so you’re back into 
the height of the seawall. 
It’s going to go up at least 
two feet. It’s going to be 
new block.” 

Community meetings, he 
said, were important in de- 
termining the design of the 
first phase of the project. 

“One of the good things 


that happened with the sea-- 


walls is the Community 
meetings we had,” McCat\ 
thiy'said) “Wehad’a “com: 
munity meeting: with the 
Sea Street folks, because of 
the way their houses are set 
up with the seawall in front 
of their houses and how the 
drainage works there. We 
met separately with the Post 
Island folks, we met sepa- 


rately with the Adams Shore 
folks, we made our way up 
and included Shelton .Road 
and Terne Road and we 
made it all the way up to 
Chickatabot.

One loyal customer, Wil- 
liam DelMonte, recalled 
visiting Don’s Joke Shop 
in the 1980s while he was 
growing up in Quincy, and 
compared Savioe to the late 
comedian Jerry Lewis.

Eyer wonder who invent- 
ed the first watering can? 
When ‘were small gardens 
numerous enough to have 

ers willing to pay 
fot a better way to carry 
water to their plants? His- 
toric records say the first 
was a watering pot made in 
about 1580. It was a con- 
tainer with a’handle and 
small holes in the bottom 
for the water to flow out. It 
was another 50 to 100 years 
before someone thought of 
adding a spout. The earli- 
est mention in print was in 
1692 in Timothy Keeble’s 
diary. Early watering cans 
were made of pottery, then 
zinc, brass, copper, tin and 
other metals. They were 
bucket-shaped, then milk- 
can shaped and then fun- 
nel-shaped. More recently, 
there: were. small wateri 
cans that hold liquid in a 
round ‘ball shape with a 
spout. 
Twentieth-century _water- 
ing cans can be plastic, 
tin or even canvas. Every 
shape includes a round 
hollow part that empties 
through a spout with tiny 
holes. It is called a “rose.” 
It was the early 1900s be- 
fore sprinkling cans were 
mass-produced and had a 
metal company’s logo in- 
cluded on a tag or impres- 
sion. And small collectible 
children’s tin sprinkling 
cans with colorful decora- 
tions were first popular in 
the 1930s. The most artistic 
sprinkling cans were made 
in the Aesthetic style in the 
19th century. The painted 
cans had decoupaged or 
painted birds, flowers .and 
other outdoor designs. One 
sold at a Rago auction for 
$214. It probably was used 
indoors.»

BUYING A NEW CAR EXPERIENCE! 

I recently went to buy a new car from a dealership in 
Boston and it was not good but worthy of letting readers be 
aware of. 

I initially spoke with a salesman who gave me a too- 
good-to-be-true price over the telephone, but when I met 
with the salesman, he said, “The car you want we don’t have 
however we do have one that’s $500 more.” This is the bait- 
and-switch tactic. 

I asked for an itemized list of charges for the car and 
questioned the salesman about them. One was a charge to 
register the car, well over the price you could do on your 
own. When I said that I was going to simply transfer their 
plates, the dealer said, “Oh no, you can’t do that. There is 
so much liability for us. We can’t let you drive off the lot.” 

Aside from not being true, I told him that once the buyer 
signs that it is his car, the liability is no longer with the deal- 
ership but with the owner. I also told him that the buyer 
has seven days to register the new car and can drive on his 
transferred plate (but must get insurance). You tan go to. the 
Registry ‘yourself to save money.

tires stolen. Amazon had the wheel locks for $36. I told 
the salesman that I cecgniant his bait and switch action

So you oad think it ended there, but the next day a 
general manager called to apologize and said he would offer 


the vehicle, which they (all of sudden) had many in stock, : 


for the price that I wanted. I knew this was the same bait- 
and-switch scam since their inventory confirmed only two 
in stock. There was no chance of me buying a vehicle at this 
unethical dealership but for purposes of this article, I met 
with the general manager who kept me waiting 40 minutes, 
then turned me over to the original salesman. 

He brought me over to a vehicle, which was unwashéd, 
had different tires and deep scratches on the front right side. 
He said he could have it repainted. I told him the vehicle 
looked used even though the mileage was just 12. A check 


of the Carfax report showed no reported issues. He then did 


the “bait and switch” tactic again, offering the only other 
similar vehicle for $500 more, but would check with his 
general manager to get it reduced to $250 as a compromise. 
As he was about to step out of his office, I told him this 
was part of the scam and his boss would say he couldn’t 
do that. A few minutes later, the salesman returned and 
claimed that the general manager said I had such a great deal 
the deaieiship would lose money. As | made my way to the 
door, I told him, “You just lost money. You lost the sale.” 
In summary, aside from this experience, beware of add- 
ons, options (rust-proofing) and extended warrantees that 


-you did not agree to verbally. Examine your contract close- 


ly. As for trade-ins, the salesman may say that your car is 
worth a lower amount but they will give you considerably 
more. The best way to find out your value of your trade- 
in is to go to websites like “Kelly Blue Book” at kbb.com 
or “Edmunds” at Edmunds.com. Many people recommend. 
that you sell your vehicle elsewhere and then negotiate your 
new car separately since the dealer may jack up the final 
price to make up for your trade-in. 

For more dealer scams, check online and while you are at 
it, check sites like “Yelp” or “Edmunds” to see what ‘others 
are saying about specific dealerships! This particuiar deal- 
ership had many negative comments.

Ferry Service Could Resume Next Week

The boat that has ferried 
passengers between Quincy, 
Winthrop. and Boston since 
2016 could resume service as 
soon as next week. 

The. Valkyrie, the 73-pas- 
senger ferry, was taken out of 
service in June after one of its 
engines overheated and was 
deemed beyond repair. 

A spokeswoman for the 
town of Winthrop, which 
owns the ferry, on Monday 
said the engine has been re- 
placed and the town is now 
awaiting a Coast Guard in- 
spection before the ship can 
set sail again. The Valkyrie 
could resume service as soon 
as next week, she said, but 
that is'not yet certain. 


Quincy began partnering 
with Winthrop to provide fer- 
ry service to and from Squan- 
tum Point Park in the summer 
of 2016, The ferry has run 
each summer since then. 

The Valkyrie’s schedule 
for. this summer includes 
three weekday morning de- 
partures from Squantum Point 
Park. The first leaves Quincy 
at 6:50 a.m. and arrives at the 
New England Aquarium at 
25 minutes later. The second 
leaves Quincy at 7:40 a.m. 
and arrives at the Boston Sea- 
port at 8:25 a.m., with an in- 
termediate stop in Winthrop. 
at 10:50 a.m. with stops at 
both the Aquarium and Sea- 
port, 


In the afternoon, the 
Valkyrie stops at Quincy at 
4:40 and 6:25 p.m. 

This year’s schedule also 
includes a Saturday trip be- 
tween Squantum Point Park 
and Spectacle Island. The 
ferry leaves Quincy at 10:30 
a.m. and arrives on the island 
20 minutes later, then contin- 
ues on to the Aquarium and 
Seaport stops, then returns to 
Quincy and Winthrop. The re- 
turn ferry leaves Spectacle Is- 
land at 2:50 p.m. and arrives 
in Quincy 20 minutes later. 

Saturday evening service 
is. also available between 
Boston and Quincy; the ferry 
offers Sunday trips as well 
between Boston, Quincy and 
Winthrop.
